N looking over the roster of women commemorated by windows 


in the Cathedral at Liverpool, It is most gratifying to note, here, 
a good mother; there, a great philanthropist; yonder, a nurse; 
^__ 
farther on, a famous poet. Almost all fields of work are thua 


brought, through some careful and conscientious worker, into public 
notice. 
It is a comprehensive recognition of all effort that nas helped 


in the uplift of humanity. For this uplift, work in many fields is needed, 
and that is why a study of the women and the work commemorated )s 
so inspiring.. It brings encouragement to many kinds of workers. 
It 


puts a purpose into their work beyond the mere earnin'g of a living. 


Thus, in connection with mauy kinds of work honored, nursing is 


not overlooked, and a window has b-eeii placed commemorating Agnes 
Jones and All Devoted Nurses.

For in less than three years, she brought on« 
of the most disorderly hospital populations In the world into discipline 
and comfort, and convinced those In charge that not only humanity, but 
economy required the proper nursing of the pauper sick. 


And so in the city in which she labored, the window commemorates 


her work. In gazing upon the window, those who know her may think 
more of her personally than of the work. 
But the hosts of strangers 


who see this window and to whom the name of Agnes Jones may be 
unknown, will carry away the full message of the window—honor not 
only to Agnes Jones, but as the Inscription runs, "to all devoted nurses;" 
and nursing will receive from them, If It has not already, a recognition 
and an appreciation which its faithful service deserves.

Mayonnaise—To prepare a quan- 


tity of mayonnaise which will keep 
well when closely covered and thor- 
oughly chilled, drop into a deep plate 
or bowl the yolks of two 
raw eggs. 
Stir or beat slowly and regularly, 
dropping in a half teaspoonful of lem- 
on juice. 
Now, still slowly stirring, 


add gradually from a measured pint 
enough cold olive oil to make a very 
thick mixture. 
When it balls 
on 


fork or beater add a few drops 
of 


lemon juice or vinegar and so alter- 
nate until all of the oil is used and 
the dressing is like a thick, glossy 
jelly. Lastly add a dash of cayenne 
and a quarter of a teaspoonful 
of 


salt, cover closely and keep on ice, 
taking out portions as needed. When 
a thin mayonnaise is desired, stir into 
the required portion a little 
lemon 


juice or vinegar; or use an equal por- 
tion of stiffly whipped egg white or 
whipped cream. 


Rhubarb Jelly—Wash and cut the 


rhubarb in inch pieces without skin- 
ning. 
To each quart add a pint of 


water and boil gently until It is a 
mush.

Measure, and for a pint and a half

Washington, May 1. — [Special.]—A 


•mall coterie is ruuniug the house of 
representatives as it haw always done, 
no matter which party is in control. 
As the house is increased In size the 
power of this coterie will become more 
powerful, and the average member 
will be one of a majority to stand be- 
hind the small group. 
The English 


house of commons is conducted In 
much the same way. 


The most powerful man In the house 


at present is Congressman Underwood. 
He is the floor lender and so far has 
not engendered any opposition In ilia 
own party. He has compelled the mi- 
nority leaders to respect him and has 
shown good generalship in managing 
the bouse. 


It would be difficult thus early in 


the session to group the half dozen 
men who really lonuol the house, but 
Champ Clai U, Underwood and Fitzger- 
ald are three of them, and the most 
Important three. 


Progress Is Slow. 


Those senators who want to have 


the Congressional Record sent to every 
household and those members of the" 
house who want to reform the Record 
so that It will really be a record and 
Eot a vehicle to carry what members 
would have said it" any one would 
listen to them are making very slow 
progress.

Surveying the Country. 


Only a very few people are aware 


that the United States geological sur 
vey Is engaged In making a topograph- 
ical survey of the whole country. 
When the geological survey was first 
inaugurated it was for the purpose of 
determining the location of minerals 
on public lands. Now more than half 
of the money expended for the instl 
tutlon is for surveys of lands in the 
eastern states which have beeu for a 
century in private ownership. 


Minerals seem to be of little conse- 


quence. Geology does not cut much 
figure, but careful maps of the survey- 
ed districts are made for those who 
desire them. In many cases the states 
co-operate with the general govern- 
ment in making these surveys. 


Believes In Commission Rule. 


Senator Owen of Oklahoma believes 


in the commission governments for 
towns and cities as bringing them in 
closer touch with the people. He has 
found that about 200 cities in the coun- 


j try have tried the plan and made a 
I sue* ess of it. So far it has not been 


tried in any of the very large cities 
where there is so much complaint 
about the misgovernment, but Owen 
believes that it would prove effective 
In large as well us small cities.

TEETH PUT IN BY COMMITTEE 


Bill Now Include* Successful 


Regulatory 
Features of 
Law* of 


Other State* and It a Real Control 
Measure. 


Columbus, O.—(Special.)—The util- 


ities bill as reported out by the sen- 
ate committee on railroads and telo 
graphs, Senator Dean, chairman, is ft 
surprise to those who had prophesied 
that the measure would be w-.ikenod 
In the senate. The bill comes cut full 
cf teeth, having all the regulatory 
and supervisory pov ITS of the most 
commended commission luus of other 
•tales. 


It follows closely and is a com- 


posite of the older utility laws of Wis- 
consin and New York, take* some 
things 
from 
the 
recently 
enacted 


Michigan law, and much from the law- 
recent ly 
passed 
in 
New 
Jersey 


through the efforts of Governor Wood- 
row Wilson. 


Utilities that do not look with favor 


upon the right of the people to regu- 
late them through a commission will 
not be pleased with the features of 
the bill providing for close supervi- 
sion and the heavy tines and j eniten- 
tiary sentences to be inflicted lor vio- 
lations of the law. 


No additional burdens are to be 


placed upon the taxpa\ers, for tne ex- 
penses of the commission are to be 
met from a special tax le\iod ui.'on 
the utilities affected in propoition to 
their gross earnings. 


Railroads, express companies, tele- 


phone and telegraph companies, gas 
companies, traction and intei urban 
companies, in fact, every utility serv- 
ing the public for a profit, conies un- 
der the railroad commission. vliit_h is 
to be known hereafter as the Public 
Service Commission of Ohio. 


Opposition to the bill is likely to 


come from the natural gas interests, 
owned by Standard Oil, in particular, 
because of the stringent regulatory 
features of ttie measure. 


Nevertheless, the friends of state 


regulation are expected to pass the 
bill by an overwhelming vote in the 
senate and then have it conejj red in 
at once by the house. The measure 
fulfills the party 
platfc-rm 
pledges 


made by both political parties last 
fall. 


The bill as reported by the senate 


committee on 
railroads 
and tele- 


graphs creates the public service com- 
mission of Ohio and divides the pub- 
lic service corporations of the state 
Into two great classes, railroads and 
public utilities. Tender the term "rail- 
roads" are included railroads, inter- 
urban and traction companies, water 
transportation 
companies, 
express 


companies and the like, and any com- 
panies operating car equipment, such 
as parlor, dining, sleeping cars etc. 


"Under the term "public utilities" 


are included telephone and telegraph 
companies, electric light companies, 
heating companies, cooling or storage 
companies, power companies, 
artifi- 


cial and natural gas companies, pipe 
line companies for the transportation 
of 
natural gas or oil, waterworks, 


messenger service and signalling com- 
panies. 
The only exceptions to tho 


law are the utilities operating not for 
profit and such public utilities as may 
be owned or hereafter acquired by 
any municipality. 


Commission Has Full Power.—The 


section giving the public service com- 
mission jurisdiction o\or all cf these 
utilities is very broad and compre- 
hensive. It shall have power, through 
Its' members or by inspectors or em- 
ployes, to examine all books ;md rec- 
ords of any public utility, and to com- 
pel the production of r ocrds end the 
attendance and testimony 
cf wit- 


nesses at hearings. Tho commission 
shall have power to examine and 
keep informed as to the general con- 
ditions of all utilities, their capitaliza- 
tion, their franchises, and the manner 
In which their properties are oper- 
ated and managed. 


Public to Get Facts.—The commls- 


lion shall establish a system of ao- 
»ounts to be kept by ths utilities, and 
/haJl--have the right at all times to 
Inspect all accounts kept by utilities. 


Must Have Good Service at Proper 


Rates.—Another section provides that 
every public utility shall furnish nec- 
essary and adequate service and facil- 
ities which shall be just and reason- 
able,-and every unjust or unreason- 
able charge for sen ice is du'-laied to 
lie unlawful.

against light, knowledge and opportu- 
nity, and only those can lx» sniel to 
forget God who have once known 
Him who have been brought to a 
knowledge of the Truth nnd turned 
from it. Truly, my hearers, the resur- 
rection hop* is the great theme of ihe I 
Bible.
